And- in Paris a spokesman 
for President Valery Giscard 
d’Estaing said the report ab- 
out French soldiers being kil- 
led at Kolwezi was utterly ba- 
sless. 

“There is no French int- 
ervention in Zaire,” the spok- 
esman said. 

Americans rescued 

The U.S. State Department 
in Washington said that a co- 
nvoy of trucks and helicopters 
rescued most of die Americans 
endangered by fighting In Za- 
ire's Shaba Province today. 
But 11 Americans were left in 
the combat area. 

Robert Holliday of the Sta- 
te Department said the rescue 
operation was mountgjl by Mo- 
mson-Knudsen, the Boise, an 
Idaho firm which employed 
most of the Americans in the 
area of Kolwezi, a town which 
has been captured by rebels. 

Holliday said the department 
did not have all the details of 
the operation. He said foe be- 
st information he had was th- 
at the remaining Americans 
have not been injured and are 
not being held captive. 

Holliday said the trucks and 


rang there and drove them 60 
miles north of the area to Mu- 
sonoL From there, he said 
Morris on-Kn u dsen indicated it 
intended to fly the employees 
out of the region to safety. 

Holliday said initial reports 
reaching the department indi- 
cated that all of the group re-

VS. aid possible 

House of Representatives 
Speaker Thomas O'Neill said.

In Brussels, a Belgian gove- 
rnment spokesman said that 
Prime Minister Leo Tindema- 
ns summoned ministers and 
military chiefs today to disc- 
uss possible action to help 
whites trapped in the fighting 
between Zaire forces and re- 
bels. 

He said the ministers were 
discussing ways of helping the 
estimated 1,500 foreigners in 
and around foe town of Kol- 
wezi. 


Saudi minister: Arms 
deal signals fall of 
Zionist power in U.S. 

KUWAIT, May 17 (R). — Saudi Information Minister Moham- 
mad Abdo Yamani was quoted today as saying the U.S. Senate’s 
approval of jet fighter sales to Saudi Arabia meant the fall of 
Zionist power in the U.S., but the 60 F-15 aircraft were hardly 
enough to defend Saudi Arabia. 

He told the Kuwaiti daily newspaper A1 Siyassah the 
warplanes “would not meet the defence requirements of Saudi 
Arabia, whose vast geographical expanse requires much equip- 
ment and many air defence networks." 

He added that the aircraft would not upset the defence 
balance between the Arabs and Israel, “and Israel fully realises 
and knows this." 

The deal, however, had another important aspect, “namely 
the psychological significance of its passage through Congress, 1 
he said. 

“The success of the American administration in getting the 
deal approved by Congress and the activities of the Saudi lobby 
there mean that there are many things which could be expect- 
ed,” Dr. Yamani said. 

The approval of the deal “means the foil of Zionist power 
in America and the victory of the just Saudi point of view. 
We can now expect many things in the interests of the Arab 
cause,” he said. 

Saudi newspapers today hailed the Senate’s approval as 
a victory for Saudi policy and a shift in the U.S. policy towards 
the Arabs. 

The daily A] Riyadh said Israel was “stunned by the shock 
and the determination of Congress to expel the pro-Israeli 
lobby.” 

The Jed dab-based A1 Bilad said approval of the deal “con- 
forms with what is just, with America's interests and its role 
in the region." 

Another Jeddah-based daily, Okaz, said Saudi Arabia had 
“for the first time achieved a balance in the U.S. attitude to- 
wards the Arabs and Israel." 

It called on Arabs to employ this “new situation in the 
U.S. to achieve a full American appreciation of the dimensions 
of the Arab-Israeli conflict and of what Israel' represents not 
to this region alone but to world peace as a whole." 

The paper A1 Madina urged other Arab countries to im- 
prove their relations with the American people "following the 
same course adopted by Saudi Arabia and which is based on 
mutual respect and promoting common interest"

Reports received fday 
i Rome offices of the two 
guerrilla groups, the Erit- 


rean People’s Liberation Front 
(EPLF) and the Eritrean Libe- 
ration Front (EU), said Eth- 
iopian forces in Asmara were 
attempting to break through 
a guerrilla siege of the capi- 
tal but have not done so yet 
as reports claimed yesterday. 

ELF spokesman Goush Kifle 
told Reuters that Ethiopian 
planes and artillery were ra- 
ining bombs and shells on 
three villages west of Asmara 
-- Hlmberti, Mekerka and De- 
da -- Ethiopians were tr- 
ying to advance from Sada Ch- 
ristian, about 5 kms. from ce- 
ntral Asmara. 

“Heavy fighting us going on 
there but the Ethiopians have 
not broken out of foe siege,” 
he said. 

Mr. Goush also said Ethiopia 
was shelling towns in the co- 
astal Denkalia region of south- 


ern Eritrea from warships in 
the Red Sea. He gave no de- 
tails. 

Ermlas Debesai, a member 
of the EPLF Central Commit- 
tee, also told Reuters that Et- 
hiopian forces were shelling 
and bombing villages near As- 
mara. 

UA “not surprised 

The UJS. State Department 
said yesterday It was “not su- 
rprised" at tie news of a mas- 
sive new offensive by Ethiopia 
in its province of Eritrea. 

But while department spo- 
kesman Hoddlng Carter deplo- 
red foe bloodshed and an alle- 
ged Cuban-Soviet involvement 
in it, he indicated that there 
was little the U.S. could about

The State Department spok- 


esman said Cuban advisory pe- 
rsonnel are in Eritrea but he 
said there is no confirmation 
they are participating directly 
in the offensive.

The shooting came just 12

Efforts to curb Italy’s wave 
of political violence were sp- 
urred by the kidnapping and 
murder of former Premier Mo- 
ro. 

The 522 to 27 vote in the 
Chamber of Deputies (lower 
house) quashed over 2,100 pr- 
oposed amendments which 
would have blocked passage 
of foe anti-terrorism bill. 

Under the new tew, police 
can question suspects without 
their lawyer being present, de- 
tain people for up to 24 hours 
for identity checks, tap telep- 
hones for unlimited periods 
and demand information from 
investigating magistrates. 

The bill, already approved 
by foe Senate (upper house), 
makes kidnapping -- one of 
the Italian underworld's most 
lucrative businesses -- punish- 
able by life imprisonment.

says Kuwaiti paper 

KUWAIT, May 17 (R). — A Kuwaiti newspaper said today 
a civil war was threatening In North Yemen following an army 
rebellion in southern areas led by Maj. Abdullah Abdul 
Alan, a member of the three-man Command Council which 
was dissolved last month. 

hi a report from Dubai quoting diplomatic sources, foe 
dally A1 Siyassah said the cause of foe alleged uprising was 
disagreement between Maj. Abdul 'Alem and President Ah- 
mad A1 Ghashmi. 

The alleged rebellion was first reported by the Egyptian 
weekly newspaper Akhbar Al Youm on Saturday, but foe 
story was immediately denied by foe North Yemeni Embassy 
in Cairo. 

The Kuwaiti newspaper said preparations were under 
way in San’a to dispatch troops to the Ta'iz area in the south 
to confront more foan 5,000 rebel troops who have followed 
Maj. Abdul ‘Alem. 

The three-man council, which ruled the country after foe 
assassination of President Ibrahim Al Hamdl last October till 
it was dissolved test month, was formed of Lt.-Col. Al Gha- 
shmi, Maj. Abdul ‘Alem and Premier Abdul ’ Aziz Abdul Gha- 
ni. 

Maj Abdul ’Alem enjoys wide support in central and 
southern areas, particularly for his demands that foe presid- 
ent and the Consultative Council should be elected In gene- 
ral elections, the paper said.

Hussein: Any armed 
presence on W. Bank 


must include Arabs 

AMMAN, May 17 (JNA). — His Majesty King Hussein has said that if Israel 
insisted on having a military presence in the West Bank it would have to 
accept an Arab military presence there as welt In an Interview, broadcast 
last night on British Television, King Hussein also countered Israeli allega- 
tions of “security requirements and self-defence” by saying that guarantees 
of security should be based on reciprocal foundations. 


The growth of Israel and 
the increase of its military po- 
tential, foe wars of 1948 and 
1967 and foe recent occupation 
of south Lebanon by Israeli 
troops confirm foe fact foat 
the Arabs themselves need se- 
curity guarantees from the 
Israelis, foe King added. Such 
arrangements should be gove- 
rned by considerations that 
assure both sides that they 
will live in peace after the es- 
tablishment of peace on a ju- 
st anq permanent basis, he 
said. 

When lasting peace reigns 
in foe area the existence of 
Israeli settlements on occupi- 
ed Arabs lands -- especially 
in the West Bank - - will have 
no justification whatsoever, 
King Hussein stated. 

Israeli aims in Lebanon 

On the Israeli occupation of 
south Lebanon foe King expla- 
ined that despite all Israeli ex- 
cuses, foe occupation of south 
Lebanon has been an age-old 
goal of Israel. We have time 
and again warned the world 
and foe Arab Nation against 
Israeli intentions in Lebanon, 
he said. 

King Hussein went on to say 
foat foe Israeli stance in foe 
Middle East is not a realistic 
one giVen its recent interpre- 
tation of U.N. Resolution 242 
and its refusal to withdraw 
from all occupied Arab lands 
and especially foe West Bank. 

We have not recently wit- 
nessed any real progress tow- 
ards peace, he said. We beli- 
eved foat President Anwar 
Sadat’s initiative would serve 
the purpose of peace if Israel 
responded to it at a time wh- 
en foe world has come to acc- 
ept foe sincerity of foe Arab 
will for the achievement of a 
just and lasting peace in the 
region; but Israel did not alter 
its negative attitude towards 
peace, he added. 


He emphasised that Jordan 
is ready to undertake its dut- 
ies and play its full role In the 
process of peace when Israel 
will show itself ready to with- 
draw from all occupied Arab 
lands and when it proves it

On Israeli- Egyptian talks 

The King said foat Jordan 
has announced it would not 
participate in the Egyptian- 
Israeli peace negotiations un- 
til all parties concerned join 
them and foat this does not 
mean that Jordan has taken a 
negative stance towards any 


progress towards the achieve- 
ment of peace. The question, 
foe King added, was and still 
is Israel’s choice between pe- 
ace or land. 

King Hussein confirmed Jor- 
dan's clear position and expl- 
ained foat Jordan insists on 
the return of all foe lands oc- 
cupied by Israel in 1967 and 
on the recognition of foe Pal- 
estinians* right to free self- 
determination. 

All efforts, the King said, 
must be aimed at achieving 
the right results at the right 
moment because foe existing 
danger does not only threaten 
the Middle East but the world 
as a whole as well. He added 
that the Arab Nation must cl- 
ose ranks, mobilise its potent- 
ial and understand that not 
military force but unity, soli- 
darity and collective work will 
eventually reduce Israel to its 
paper size and do away with 
its Elusion that it is a super 
military power able to acquire 
or abandon peace at this pro-, 
sent stage. 

The world’s role 

King Hussein pointed out 
foat foe United States as well 
as foe whole world must play 
a more effective role in the 
achievement of peace. The re- 
gion, he said, will be thrown 
into -despair and danger if the 
current situation remains the 
same and if peace is not esta- 
blished in the Middle East. 

His Majesty concluded by 
saying that Jordan know3 
and realises what difficulties 
face it but that foe gravest 
danger ties in foe disunity of 
the Arab Nation. If peace is 
not reached the Arab leader- 
ship must find foe alternative 
to offer their peoples and this 
lies in their solidarity and the 
full utilisation of the treme- 
ndous Arab potential to serve 
the interests of foe And) Nati- 
on and its cause, the King 
said.” 


Leftist Egyptian paper seized as 
anti-Communist referendum readied 


CAIRO, May 17 (R). — Egyp- 
tian Information Minister Ab- 
dul Mun’em Saw! today justi- 
fied foe seizure of a leftwing 
weekly opposition newspaper, 
saying the public prosecutor 
was merely exercising his ri- 
ghts. 

Distribution of this week’s 
issue of Al Ahali (the People), 
which has been strident in 
its criticism of President An- 
war Sadat’s government, was 
stopped last night by order of 
foe Public Prosecutor's Office 
--the first such action aga- 
inst a party newspaper. 

In 1976 President Sadat cre- 
ated three political parties as 
the first experiment in demo- 
cracy since the 1952 Revolu- 
tion and they were subsequen- 
tly allowed to produce foeir 
own newspaper. 

Mr. Sawi told a press confe- 
rence the public prosecutor 
could ask a court to halt dis- 


tribution of any newspaper or 
magazine which he felt violat- 
ed three basic principles - - na- 
tional unity, social peace and 
the inevitability of the social- 
ist solution. 

Mr. Sawi said a court was 
at present reaching a decision 
on Al Ahali, -which only beg- 
an to appear in February- He 
did not say when be expected 
the court to reach its decision. 

Mr. Sawi’s press conference 
was originally called to expla- 
in next Sunday’s referendum 
when Mr. Sadat will seek to 
clamp down on Communists, 
pro-Moscow elements and pre- 
revolutionary politicians. 

The referendum also seeks 
to bar any Communist from 
writing in any newspaper or 
holding any post in the news 
media. Several Communists wr- 
ite in Al Ahali under pseudo- 
nyms. 


The leftist party, the Prog- 
ressive Unionist Party, yester- 
day issued a statement oppo- 
sing the referendum which it 
said was “a blow to democra- 
tic practice and a violation of 
the constitution.” 

It was not known whether 
the statement was also to have 
appeared in this week's issue 
of A] Ahali. Observers said 
the three principles which ne- 
wspapers must not violate are 
so sweeping they could theor- 
etically be open to almost any 
interpretation. 

Mr. Sawi said that under 
Egyptian law newspapers had 
to submit to foe authorities six 
copies of each issue in advan- 
ce but he denied that this was 
tantamount to censorship and 
said the law had been in ex- 
istence for years.

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The test has 
just begun 


History has a way of lining up its dramas in neat 
time segments, and we have another one with the 
observation that this week’s U.S. Senate vote approv- 
ing arms sales to Israel. Egypt and Saudi Arabia 
comes exactly three years after 76 Senators sent 
strongly worded letter to then President Ford and 
Secretary of State Kissinger indicating strong back- 
ing for Israel. That letter cut short the Ford-Kissinger 
“reassessment” of America’s Middle East policies, and 
it will probably be remembered as the high-water 
mark of the power of pro-Israeli forces in the United 
States Congress. Now, exactly three years later, the 
Senate has voted against Israel in what is considered 
by all to be a high-stakes affair - - the sale of sophis- 
ticated war planes to Arab states as well as Israel. 
The fact that the Israelis themselves made such a fuss 
about the deal makes the Senate’s vote all the more 
important 

The conventional analysis now will say that this 
reflects a new global situation, in which the Saudi 
Arabians and the other “moderate” Arabs are more 
important to the United States and the Western world 
than they were three years ago. This is correct insofar 
as one counts how much oil is imported from Saudi 
Arabia. But the danger in this kind of argument is 
that it will be crudely turned against the Arabs by the 
use of such accusations as were made this month by 
former White House aide Mark Siegel, to the effect 
that the Arabs are blackmailing the U.S. with their 
oil. This is of course a ludicrous suggestion, without 
foundation, and in the same category as suggesting 
that the United States is trying to blackmail Egypt, 
Syria and Jordan with the hundreds of millions of 
dollars it gives these states in annual economic assis- 
tance. 

The difference today over three years ago is that 
more senators are apparently willing to view the 
world from the perspective of American global inter- 
ests, instead of only through the eyes of the Israelis. 
This does not mean selling out Israel, and everybody 
knows it. But to recover some lost ground, this accu- 
sation of America’s letting Israel down will now come 
forth from many quarters. It is the test of the real 
maturity of the American Senate now whether it will 
be able to remain firm in its resolve, or whether iitj 
will scamper back into familiar old territory, where 
the world is viewed through the eyes of Israeli gene-j 
rals. and through nothing else. The Senate’s test has 
just begun.

Amman will host pan-Arab conference for 
women in social, economic development at the end of May

At the end of May about 
80 visiting delegates will be 
arriving in Amman to attend 
the Regional Conference for 
the Integration of Women in 
Development which will be he- 
ld from May 28 to June 3. 

The conference is being held 
under the auspices of The Ec- 
onomic Commission for Wes- 
tern Asia (ECWA1. sponsored 
by the United Nations Centre 
for Social Development and 
Human Affairs. This influential 
body is headed by Mrs. Helvi 
Sipila. the first woman to be 
appointed as an assistant to 
the Secretary General of the 
United Nations. 

In co-operation with the Jo- 
rdanian government, which 
will act as hosts for this con- 
ference, the centre will over- 
see the general arrangements. 
The proceedings will be con- 
ducted in Arabic with simult- 
aneous (translations. 

This regional conference is 
an outcome of the recommen- 
dations of the World Confer- 
ence of International Worn- 
sis’ Year held in Mexico in 
1975. A World Plan of Action 
was adopted at that meeting 
in which the decade following 
was declared a time for foe 


improvement of womens’ sta- 
tus throughout the world. 

It was agreed in. Mexico 
• that 1980 would see an Interna- 
tiona] conference in Iran, to 
assess progress and develop- 
ments halfway .through the ap- 
pointed ten-year period. Each 
delegated country will produce 
a report on its individual prog- 
ress and achievements, if any. 
The 1975 Mexico conference 
also agreed on a plan to hold 
regional conferences, and the 
meeting here in Amman this 
month is Western Asia’s con- 
tribution. 

Fourteen Arab countries will 
be sending delegations, with 
nations such as Algeria, Libya, 
Morocco and Egypt sending re- 
presentatives as observers on- 
ly as they have their own 
North African regional con- 
ference. The many and varied 
United Nations organisations 
which are involved with wom- 
en in development and wom- 
ens’ advancement will be re- 
presented. Individual delegat- 
es, people of stature and con- 
sequence in the field of wom- 
ens’ affairs, will also be invit- 
ed to attend, bringing their 
knowledge and their experi- 
ence for the benefit of the re- 
gion.

Preparation for Invitation to tender for 

Azraq-Jafar road complete 

AMMAN, May 17 (JNA). — Preparations have been 
completed for the invitation to tender for the construc- 
tion of a 181 kms. road linking A1 Azraq with A1 Jafar 
in the south east, the Minister of Public Works, Said Bino 
announced today.

Eye bank to be set up 
at Health Ministry 


AMMAN, May 17 (JNA). — An agreement for the esta- 
blishment of a Jordanian eye bank was signed at the 
Ministry of Health today by representatives of the Mi- 
nistry of Health, the University of Jordan and the Direc- 
torate of Royal Medical Services in cooperation with an 
American international opthalmic institution. 

Under the agreement, the University Hospital will 
be the centre for the bank which will collect and store 
eyes, and distribute them to specialists for use in opthal- 
mic operations throughout the country. 

The bank will be run by a committee of four opthal- 
mic specialists, one to be appointed by the health minis- 
ter, one by the president of the University of Jordan, 
the third by the director of the Royal Medical Services 
and the fourth, from the private sector, to be appointed 
again by the health minis ter. 

Tbe committee will aim to train opthalmic surgeons 
to cany out cornea patching operations. 

The agreement provides that the eye for the bank 
would come from voluntary donors, eye tanks and insti- 
tutions outside the country, and others would be obtained 
under the law about benefitting from human organs. 

The three participants to the agreement will each 
pay an annual JD 2,000 towards the bank’s capital. 

Acting Minister of Health Abdul Raouf Al Rawab- 
deh sadd-Jhe agreement is the first -step in introducing 
the cornea patching operation In Jordan. Jordanian spe- 
cialist doctors would be able to operate on the cornea 
locally instead of sending the patient abroad. 

Mr. Rawabdeh said Jordanian doctors are qualified 
for such operations but the non-availabilily of eyes has 
so far prevented their practise in Jordan.

Photo exhibit reveals “Jordan’s real roots” 
... what was, still is, but soon won’t be

AMMAN, May 17 — There is 
a small but jeweUy display of 
photographs on show for just 
three days at the British Co- 
uncil, which should not be 
missed. 

A possible criticism of Bill 
Lyons’ exhibition is that the 
photos tend to be a bit too 
good to be true. Mr. Lyons, 
who has taken tine photos over 
a period of three years while 
working as a professional ph- 
otographer in Jordan says th- 
at they are meant to be "do- 
cumentary". He makes no att- 
empt to keep bis viewers gu- 
essing about the subject of 
his works. But they are not 
everyday shots. 

He is interested in "Jordan's 
real roots" --in "what was, 
still is, but soon won’t be." 
There are a good many pho- 
tos of picturesque people at 
work on their traditional cra- 
fts, or of horsemen or camel 
riders brilliantly dressed for 
the pageantry of the King’s 
Jubilee. 

There are also some specta- 
cular and rather unbelievable 
evening shots. Enormous orbs 
hang low In twilight shies, hi- 
nting a little too much at spe- 
cial effects. And there is an 
extraordinary photo of the pl- 
astic agricultural tunnels of 
the Jordan Valley turned into 
a sort of molten bronze with 
the rays of the setting sun and 
a clever camera lens. 

Photos of this sort are dis- 
played amongst others that

are far more realistic and low 
key. Mr. Lyons displays his 
virtuosity in a wide range of 
techniques. Just next to a pho- 
to of the races at Maxka, for 
instance, which brings out the 
speed of the event with a rush 
of colours, there is a static li- 
ttle print in sepia monotones 
of a woman with her donkey 
apparently frozen in the past 

Some of the most impressi- 
ve photos are in black and 
white. There is a delightful 
one of a camel refreshing him* 
self from the village tap. But 
there are others which com- 
bine interesting studies of pe- 
ople with bold almost abstract 
compositions. 

Bill Lyons’ own favourite is 
an almost entirely abstract co- 
lour print, that is actually a 
view of his neighbour’s window 
in Wadi Seer Street. Patterns 
stuck on the pane are Qlumi- 
nated from inside to give the 
suggestion of a mosque with a 
little man praying. 

The shot was almost missed 
because every time the neigh- 
bour returned, Mr. Lyons rela- 
tes, he would switch on the li- 
ght but immediately fling op- 
en the window and ruin the co- 
mposition. 

It would be a shame to miss 
it again by not getting to the 
British Council before Sunday 
to see the exhibition.

Israel claims right 
to exploit resources 
in occupied Sinai 

UNITED NATIONS, May 17 (Agencies). — Israel yesterday rejected a 
complaint by Egypt that it had no right to exploit publicly-owned oil resour- 
ces in the occupied Sinai, saying it was entitled to do so under interna- 
tional law. 


Israel said also it would go 
ahead with oil drilling in the 
territory seized from Egypt 
in the 1967 war. In a letter re- 
leased here yesterday, Israeli 
U.N. ambassador Chaim Her- 
zog insisted that the .dispute 
over Sinai oil is between oil 
companies: one which held a 
concession from Egypt prior to 
1967, and the company which 
won a concession from Israeli 
military authorities. 

Egypt granted concession 


rights in the Gulf of Suez to 
a U,S. company, Amoco, In 
1964, but Israel has prevented 
Amoco From drilling in the 
area since the 1967 war. Mr. 
Herzog did not name the new 
concessionaire. 

“Israel maintains strongly 
that it is not legitimate to br- 
ing a commercial dispute of 
this kind before the United 
Nations," Mr. Herzog said. 

He referred to an April 12

ALGIERS, May 17 (R). — 
Exploitation of gold, uranium 
and tungsten deposits in the 
Algerian Sahara could start 
by the end of the decade, a 
high official in Algeria’s nati- 
onal mining industry said here 
yesterday. 

“Substantial deposits of go- 
ld, uranium and tungsten can 
now be confirmed in the Hog- 
gar," the general manager of 
Algeria's national mining con- 
cern Sonarem (Societe Natio- 
nal de Recherche et d’ExpIo- 
itation Mlnieres) told the na- 
tional daily, El Moudjahld.

The first working sites in 
the area, deep in the Algeria 
Sahara, would start in 1979 
and I960, he said. 

But he added one could not 
underestimate the difficulties 
that mining operations there 
will meet: total absence of in- 
dustrial equipment, energy 
and, most of all, poor water 
resources. 

Algeria is known to have 
entered advanced studies In 
dry processing of minerals, an 
area where Canada has been 
active here. A final study on 
exploitation of the resources 
is still to be carried out. 


Japanese trade surplus 
is cut by almost 1/3 

TOKYO, May 17 (R). — Japan, which has been under 
heavy pressure to reduce Its big trade surplus and take more 
imports from other countries, announced today that the sur- 
plus has been cut by almost (me- third. 

Increased Imports and declining exports slashed the trade 
surplus for April to $2L24 billion from $3.13 billion in March, 
the Finance Ministry announced. 

Seasonally adjusted, the April surplus fell to $1.77 billion 
from $2.76 billion In March with exports down six per cent and 
imports up ten per cent- 

Finance Ministry officials said imports of manufactured 
goods; including vehicles, industrial machines and textiles in- 
creased substantially during the month. 

Japan’s enormous trade surplus has been blamed for much 
of the troubles afflicting the foreign exchange markets recent- 
ly. where the world’s major currencies have been fluctuating 
nervously. 

The United States, by contrast, has a big trade deficit, and 
this has contributed to the recent decline of the dollar. 

As the industrialised world struggles to move out of the 
recession years which brought about industrial stagnation and 
high unemployment in the early 1970’s, repeated calls have 
been made for Japan to accept more imports and thus help 
other nations to recover. 


Kurt Waldheim from Egyptian 
Foreign Minister Moham- 
mad Ibrahim Kamel, In which 
Kamel demanded that Israel 
cease drilling in occupied la- 
nds. 

“The Arab Republic of Egy- 
pt reserves its right to resti- 
tution and full compensation 
for exploration, exploitation, 
depletion, loss and damages 
resulting from such Israeli op- 
erations," Mr. Kamel had said. 
Any oil company which coope- 
rates with Israel in the Sinai 
would be barred from future 
concession in Egypt, he said. 

In 1975, Israel returned the 
Abu Rudeis oil field to Egypt* 
which has demanded compen- 
sation for oil removed by Is- 
rael. Israel then launched a 
five-year, $180 million explo- 
ration programme, which paid 
off last December in a strike 
off the Sinai coast near El 
Tur, about 96 kms. north of 
the southern tip of the pen- 
insula. 

Mr. Kamel cited a General 
Assembly resolution adopted 
in December, which called on 
all states and corporations to 
refrain from assisting in "any 
measures undertaken by Israel 
to exploit the resource of the 
occupied territories." 

Both nations agree that un- 
der international law Israel 
has "usufructuary powers" 
-- the right of using property 
belonging to someone else. 

“This does not Include the 
right to develop oil fields," 
Mr. Kamel had said. 

"The Egyptian minister for 
foreign affairs fails to cite the 
near unanimous interpretation 
whereby an occupying power 
may work publicly-owned mi- 
nes," Mr. Herzog replied. 
“This interpretation appears... 
in both British and United St- 
ates military manuals." 


OPEC denies reports it 
will cut production 20% 

VIENNA, May 17 (AP). — The official spokes- 
man for the Organisation of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries denied today reports of an OPEC-wide 
programme to cut back crude oil production by 20 
per cent. 

The spokesman, Hamid Zaheri. was asked to com- 
ment on press reports from Kuwait by its Oil Minis- 
ter Ali Khalifah A1 Sabah as saying OPEC has started 
such a programme. 

M I believe the minister has been misinterpreted,” 
Mr. Zaheri said, adding he may have been referring 
to his own country and possibly to other OPEC mem- 
ber countries. 

“But there is no concerted effort in OPEC to cut 
back oil production,” Mr. Zaheri said. “We would 
totally deny such an assertion.*' 

Some of the 13 members of OPEC have mention- 
ed possible production cuts in the past, because of an 
over-supply. 

In Kuwait last week, the Arab oil ministers in the 
Org anis ation of Arab Oil Producers held a one-day 
meeting and disclosed afterwards they were recon- 
sidering their “production and refining strategies." 


Figures show improvement in 
U.S. industrial performance 


WASHINGTON, May 17 
(AP). — The American indus- 
try increased output by l.l 
per cent in April further shak- 
ing off the effects of the cold 
winter and the coal strike and 
pointing to a strong perform- 
ance by the nation’s economy 
in months ahead, goverment 
figures showed yesterday. 

The Federal Reserve Board 
said production gains were wi- 
despread throughout the eco- 
nomy , with strong increases in 
the automotive industry, busi- 
ness equipment and metals 
and other durable materials. 

Auto assemblies were up six 
per cent during the month to 
an annual rate of 9.8 million 
units.

Iran gambles on a world copper shortage 


By Philip Marvin 

LONDON, (F.T.) — In his 
Shahnameh (Book of Kings), 
Ferdowsl, an Iranian poet 
attributed the earliest exploi- 
tation of copper in Iran to 
Hushang, a king of the pre- 
historic Pishdadi dynasty. 
Now. in the fifty-second year 
of the Pahlavi dynasty, ban 
is preparing to enter the mo- 
dern world of copper produc- 
tion. 

Modem archaeologists first 
found clues to the existence 
of Iran’s copper belt In the 
form of numerous crude cop- 
per smelters fired by char- 
coal. The belt extends from 
Baluchistan in the southeast 
to Azerbaijan in the north- 
west. 

i 

Sar Cbeshmeh deposit 

In 1967 the first major de- 
posit of copper ore was dis- 
covered at Sar Cheshmeh in 
the southern Kerman province 
and placed under the control 
of the newly-named National 
Copper Company of Iran 
(NCCI). 

In August 1976 the Nation- 
al Iranian Copper Industries 
Company was formed to take 
charge of all new copper min- 
ing. smelting, and refining ac- 
tivity. Thus Sar Cheshmeh is 


now a NICIC subsidiary. 

The oval-shaped Sar Chesh- 
raeh ore body is approximate- 
ly two kms. long by one km. 
wide; Drilling has been car- 
ried out to a depth of 500 
metres and proven reserves 
are now estimated at 850m 
tons. Still deeper drilling may 
take this total to 1,000m tons. 
With an average metal con- 
tent of 1.2 per cent the ore 
ranks among the best in the 
world. 

Sar Cheshmeh is being de- 
veloped as an open pit ope- 
ration and is being worked 
with the U.S. company Ana- 
conda acting as overall con- 
sultant- It produced its first 
concentrates in mid-1977. In 
September the smelter is ex- 
pected to reach a 50 per cent 
operating level which will rise 
to 75 per cent in January next 
year. The initial output target 
of 145,000 metric tons per 
year should be attained in 
June 1979. Production will ev- 
entually be increased to 
400,000 tons per year by 1983. 

Refinery 

The final contract for the 
electrolytic refinery associated 
with the complex was signed 
early this year. It was, to 
no one’s surprise, awarded to 
a 55:45 consortium of Mechim

of Belgium and Krupp of West 
Germany. The Iranian govern- 
ment holds a 25 par cent st- 
ake in Krupp. The refinery 
with an initial capacity of 

145.000 tons per year is to 
be paid for in part by a bar- 
ter deal involving Iranian cr- 
ude oil. 

One problem is that the new 
refinery will not be fully op- 
erational until late next year 
and in the meantime up to 

250.000 tons of blister copper 
will have been produced from 
the smelter. Part of this will 
be toll refined for domestic 
consumption but the remain- 
der will have to he toll re- 
fined for sale abroad. British, 
West German and Japanese 
refineries are In competition 
for the business. 

High development costs 

While operating costs at 
Sar Cheshmeh should be fair- 
ly low, capital costs of deve- 
lopment are, even by current 


standards, extremely high- To- 
tal capital cost is now put 
at $1.4bn, equivalent to $9333 
per metric ton of refined ca- 
pacity. 

Massive investment in in- 
frastructure has represented a 
large chunk of Sar Cheshm- 
eh’s final bilL For instance, 
to produce the huge amounts 
of water needed in copper 
production 15 deep-water wel- 
ls have been drilled at Kha- 
tounabad, 42 kms. from the 
mine. About half of the water 
used will be recycled. A dam 
is being built 17 kms. from 
the plant site to hold the 
water from the plant area so 
that it can be returned. 

Another expensive item has 
been five 25MW generators to 
provide power for the opera- 
tion. The refinery will be able 
to operate either on oil or 
gas. The gas will be relayed 
by a gas pipeline planned for 
the newly-discovered gas de- 
posits on Qeshm Island near 
Bandar Abbas. Meanwhile as- 


phalted roads and a railway 
will link Sar Cheshmeh with 
the country’s transport netw- 
ork. 

Costs have been multiplied 
due to die severe congestion 
in Iran’s ports and conseque- 
nt price inflation on imported 
plant and material. This may 
be partly counterbalanced if. 
as seems likely, the Iranian 
government derides to supply 
fuel and energy to the mine 
at favourable prices. This wo- 
uld also offset the high costs 
of importing skilled foreign 
mining staff and training local 
men. 

By-products 

With present copper prices 
at record low levels it is par- 
ticularly useful that Sar Ch- 
eshmeh ore is expected to pr- 
oduce between seven to eight 
tons a day of molybdenum, 
for which the market is in a 
much healthier state. There 
should also be added benefit 
from by-products such as gold, 
silver, selenium and tellurium. 

There are also plans for do- 
wnstream operations to trans- 
form the copper into sheets, 
pipes and copper alloys. The 
aim in terms of copper con- 
sumption per head is to raise 
Iran's present annual consum- 
ption rate of seven, to eight 
kilos to something nearer the 


16kg level. 

This will mean that Iran 
should become self-sufficient 
in copper within the first ye- 
ar of its mining complex com- 
ing into operation, however 
fast its present consumption 
of around 75,000 tons per 
year increases. And by the 
early 1980’s, when it Is pre- 
dicted that a world copper 
shortage will begin develop- 
ing, there could l^e a signifi- 
cant surplus for export 

But should this neat form- 
ula not work out, then Sar 
Cheshmeh would represent a 
very serious mistake in Iran’s 
long-term economic strategy. 
As it is. if the experience of 
Sar Cheshmeh is any sort of 
a guide to the likely pattern 
of capita] costs in greenfields 
sites elsewhere, copper prices 
would have to average $1.50 
per pound before private com- 
panies would consider a simi- 
lar project. At present, free 
market prices for copper have 
fallen as low as 55 cents per 
pound. 

Only state financing and the 
likelihood of subsidised energy 
costs have made Sar Chesh- 
meh possible. But even in the 
present depressed state of the 
world economy it looks a re- 
asonable gamble.

Divorced women find their freedom but often at loss of financial security

LUGANO, (F.T.) — Even in 
these days of equal rights for 
women and divorce by con- 
sent, divorced women in one 
sense are an underprivileged 
minority. In most countries, 
they lose the social security 
benefits which are determined 
by the earnings of their hus- 
bands. 

Social security systems tend 
to operate on the assumption 
that the husband’s insurance 
will take care pf his wife and 
that the two will continue to 
live together until one of th- 
em dies. If it is the husband, 
then the widow automatically 
becomes eligible for a wid- 
ow’s pension on the basis of 
his earnings. 

But, as tile International 
Social Security Association 
of Geneva is at pains to po- 
int out in a recent survey, 
this assumption is becoming 
less and less valid. In the 
more advanced industrialised 
societies r at tiie present time, 
one out 6f Wery three or fo- 
ur marriages breaks down. 

Chronological polygamy 

Moreover, declares 1SSA 
(which is affiliated with the 
International Labour Organis- 
ation), this is not just a pas- 
sing phenomenon. It represe- 
nts a basic shift in life style, 
from monogair” to what is 


described as “chronological 
polygamy”. 

The international organisat- 
ion further points out that 
the general world-wide trend 
towards easier divorce has not 
been paralleled by a similar 
evolution in tbe sphere of so- 
cial security. This applies es- 
pecially to the status of the 
divorced woman. 

In many countries if a ma- 
rriage breaks down the wife 
forfeits any rights to social 
security benefits that were 
guaranteed her so long as she 
was married. In Austria, Bel- 
gium and France, for examp- 
le. ex-wives are usually dep- 
rived at once of pension ri- 
ghts, and shortly thereafter of 
the right to receive sickness 
and maternity benefits. 

It is true that many wo- 
men divorce only to remarry, 
and so can begin to qualify 
for benefits again through tbe 
new husband; according to 
ISSA, this applies in about six 
out of ten cases. But of the 
others many go out to work, 
when they tend to receive lo- 
wer wages', ■ and -so qualify for 
lower benefits than men. Some 
remain single and also have 
to raise families and for them 
benefits cease. 

Under existing laws, women 
who remain unmarried can 
usually claim alimony. But th- 
is whole principle, of support 
for the divorcee and her de- 
pendants. is coming up for re- 
examination as divorce itself 


becomes more based on conse- 
nt between the two parties, 
and more automatic. 

Nowadays, in more and mo- 
re countries, a marriage can 
be dissolved by one of the 
parties producing evidence th- 
at the other has permanently 
left, or by both testifying th- 
at the marriage has irrevoca- 
bly broken down. ISSA conc- 
ludes that this situation has 
come to stay: “It is not easy 
to see how durability will ag- 
ain become a feature of mar- 
riage.” 

This is because “modern 
conditions and the moral sen- 
sibilities which they foster 
have created the basis for a 
much more pluralistic family 
system in which novel patter- 
ns of domicile, economic ac- 
tivity and domestic behaviour 
are emerging, including the 
frequent occurence of divo- 
rce.” 

Liberalising divorce Laws 

Lawmakers, it seems, are 
bowing to the inevitable. They 
are liberalising the divorce 
laws so that marriages can 
be ended by mutual consent, 
without either partner having 
to be stigmatised as at fault, 
as used to be necessary under 
traditional legal codes. 

In Canada and New Zeal- 
and, proof of permanent phy- 
sical separation is sufficient to 
obtain legal separation. In 
France, Belgium, the Nether- 


lands, Great Britain and West 
Germany, mutual testimony 
to a breakdown of the union 
is all that is necessary. 

Even traditionally conserva- 
tive countries are changing 
their attitudes and their la- 
ws. In Italy, where the influ- 
ence of the Roman Catholic 
Church is still strong, a di- 
vorce law - - the first - - pas- 
sed by parliament in 1970 was 
approved four years later in 
a popular referendum initiated 
by its own opponents. 

Social security risk 

So, women can obtain their 
freedom on an equal basis wi- 
th men and without the stig- 
ma of times past- But they 
still may have to pay a pen- 
alty in terms of financial sec- 
urity, both at the time and 
in years to come. In short, 
as Christine Cockburn and 
Palmer Hoskins claim in a st- 
udy they undertook as top 
ISSA officials, divorce may 
still involve a social security 
risk. 

. They have surveyed the sit- 
uation in 26 countries, and 
have come to the conclusion 
that “the problem is not in 
itself the growing number of 
divorced persons, but rather 
that not enough is being do- 
ne to ensure that all -- older 
or younger, with or without 
children - - have access to the 
necessary social protection and 
secure income.” 


They do not find the solu- 
tion in the voluntary social 
insurance schemes that are 
open to women who have di- 
vorced without remarrying or 
taking a job in such countries 
as West Germany and Italy; 
very few ex-wives care to 
join. 

The solution may lie in the 
direction of allowing husbands 
and wives to divide equally 
the value of the social cont- 
ributions that have been made 
up to the moment of divorce; 
this would guarantee a pen- 
sion and other benefits to the 
wife in her own right. West 
Germany has sponsored legis- 
lation along such lines, and it 
is being studied in such other 
countries as the United States 
and Cbnada. ISSA thinks de- 


cisions cannot be too long 
delayed. 

Increasing break ups 

The reason is the sharply 
rising date at which couples 
are “breaking up" especially 
In the industrialised countries. 
In the past 20 years divorce 
rates have quadrupled in Eng- 
land and Wales; tripled in the 
Netherlands; about doubled in 
Belgium and Denmark. The 
incidence in West Germany, 
France, Sweden, Switzerland, 
Canada, has also sharply inc- 
reased. The United States, 
however, with over lm divor- 
ces in 1976, still sets the wo- 
rld record.

After a 
normal auction South be- 
came declarer at four 
spades. The point of the 
hand is the importance of 
signalling on defense. 

West leads the king of 
diamonds, and East must 
foQow with the queen. This 
signal specifically states 
that the opening leader's 
partner has the jack as well. 


With a doubleton queen you ' 
should follow with your low 
card; this is the only occa- 
sion where you do not play 
high-low to signal a double- 
ton in the suit partner has 
led. 

It is obvious to West 
that he cannot expect much 
more from his partner than 
the queen -jack of diamonds. 
However, that information 
should be all that West 
needs to defeat the contract. 

West can count on two 
probable diamond tricks and 
the ace of spades to complete 
the defensive book. Where is 
the fourth trick going to 
come from? 

Obviously, the only hope is 
a heart ruff— South must 
have the ace of clubs for 
his jump to three spades. 
To secure that ruff, West 
must be able to enter his 
partner's hand, and the only 
entry is the jack of dia- 
monds. 

Therefore, West must 
abandon diamonds after the 
first lead and shift to the 
queen of hearts. Declarer 
is helpless. He cannot try 
to discard a diamond on the 
fourth round of clubs- one 
defender or the other will 
surely ruff. His only chance 
is to hope that he can draw 
West’s fangs. 

At trick three declarer 
-leads the ten of trumps,- 
but West wastes no time.* 
He grabs the ace of spades 
and underleads his ace of 
diamonds. East wins the 
trick with tbe jack, and the 
winning defense is obvious. 
He shifts back to hearts, 
and West's ruff defeats the 
contract by one trick..

U.S. navy spots three 
UFO’s in Florida sky 


OCALA, Florida, May 17

Computer- 
equipped radar could not fol- 
low the UFO. they said. 

"The computer wouldn’t 
handle it," said Lt. Cmdr. 
John Sullivan, Commander of 
the range, used by the navy to 
train its combat pilots in tac- 
tics for avoiding enemy weap- 
ons.

"Can you imagine what this 
country would be like without 
a state comptroller?” he rep- 
lied. “It would foil apart.”

Soviets formally 
charge dissident 


MOSCOW, May 17 (R). — A yo- 
ung dissident detained at the 
weekend has been formally ch- 
arged with anti-Soviet slander 
over a book he wrote alleging 
psychiatry was used in the 
Soviet Union for punitive pur- 
poses, friends said today. 

The detained dissident, me- 
dical orderly Alexander Podra- 
binek, was taken from his 
home on Sunday night on tbe 
eve of the Orlov trial after a 
five-hour search fay KGB se- 
curity police who took away 
books and manuscripts. 

Mr. Podrabinek was closely 
associated with Dr. Orlov’s 
group, and himself headed a 
sub -committee which produced 
reports alleging that Soviet 
psychiatrists cooperated with 
police to suppress dissents.

The Soviet Union last week- 
end admitted there had been 
an incident on the Ussuri Riv- 
er on May 9 and expressed its 
regrets to Pricing, describing 
the incursion as a mistake. 

Mr. Yu told the ambassad- 
or ‘Tacts amply prove that 
this intrusion of Soviet troops 


was by no mean-* a case of 
inadvertent trespass into Chi- 
nese territory but a military 
provocation organised by the 
Soviet side.” 

China says a helicopter, 18 
military boats and about 30 
troops crossed tbe river and 
shot, wounded, kicked and be- 
at several Chinese. 

Moscow said the intrusion 


occurred when Soviet troops 
were pursuing an “armed and 
dangerous criminal," and that 
no Chinese were Involved. 

But Mr. Yu described the 
affair as: M A bloody incident 
created by Soviet troops and 
a demonstration of the Soviet 
policy of hostility to China 
and of threat or use of force 
against Chfaia." 


In one year as prime minister Begin 
brings Israeli dealings with Arab 
World full circle back to deadlock

TEL AVIV, (R). — In one 
eventful year under Prime Mi- 
nister Menachem Begin, Isra- 
el has moved full circle thro- 
ugh stalemate to breakthrough 
and back again to deadlock in 
its dealings with the Arab 
World. 

The central theme around 
which most of the year's eve- 
nts revolved was established 
by Mr. Begin shortly after his 
upset general election victory 
on May 17, 1977. 

He told cheering Jewish 
settlers in Israeli-held Arab 
land : 

“For ten years now (since 
the 1967 War) we have talk- 
ed about the occupied terri- 
tories.’ From now on we sho- 
uld call them the liberated te- 
rritories’.” , 

Throughout the subsequent 
chain of surprising develop- 
ments, capped by Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat’s his- 
toric visit to Jerusalem last 
November, Mr. Begin has sh- 
own no sign of wavering on 
one fundamental conviction. 

This is that the West Bank 
and the Gaza Strip belong to 
Israel as part of a divine Bib- 
lical heritage and must remain 
permanently under Israeli con- 
rol. 

Bogin’s rise to power 

Mr. Begin’s accession to po- 
wer came 29 years after his 
days as hunted leader of the 
pre-independence Jewish un- 
derground movement. He spe- 
nt the intervening yean on 
the political sidelines. 

Soon after assuming office 
Mr. Begin travelled to Washi- 
ngton for what was widely ex- 
pected to be an acrimonous 
confrontation with President 
Jimmy Carter. 

At that time to* clash fail- 
ed to materialise, despite the 
already growing divergence of 
views between Mr. Begin and 
President Carter. 

Instead the two leaders po- 
stponed discussion of substan- 


tive issues and set about de- 
vising a formula for reconven- 
ing a general Middle East pe- 
ace conference at Geneva. 

All last summer negotiatio- 
ns went slowly ahead on what 
form a Geneva conference sh- 
ould take and in particular 
what role should be played 
in it by Palestinians. 

Mr. Begin adamantly refus- 
ed to accept Arab demands 
that the Palestinian liberation 
Organisation (PLO) should pl- 
ay any role at all at Geneva. 

Mr. Carter sent his Secre- 
tary of State, Cyrus Vance, 
shuttling unavailingly betwe- 
en Israel and the Arab states 
to seek agreed conference for- 
mat. 

But by the end of October 
the chances of a Geneva me- 
eting had receded almost out 
of sight. Israeli, Arab and Am- 
erican diplomats cast uncer- 
tainly around for a formula 
to keep discussions going. 

Sadat’s Initiative 

Then on Nov. 9 President 
Sadat startled the world by 
announcing -that he would be 
willing to visit Jerusalem and 
put his case to the Knesset. 

At first there was interna- 
tional disbelief but ten days 
later President Sadat stepped 
out of a Plane at Israel’s Lyd- 
da Airport. 

President Sadat duly ad- 
dressed the Knesset and said 
he was willing to recognise Is- 
rael's right to a secure exis- 
tence. Few Israelis appeared 
to give much weight to his 
other main point that peace 
must be preceded by full Is- 
raeli withdrawal from captur- 
ed Arab land. 

In the general atmosphere 
of bonhomie each side appear- 
ed convinced that the other 
was ready to bade down on 
the baric issues. 

Unprepared to yield 

Not until Christmas Day at 
a summit meeting in Ismailla 
did fa; emerge that neither le- 


ader was prepared to yield sig- 
nificantly on the one over-rid- 
ing issue, the future of the 
West Bank and Gaza and the 
Palestinians living there. 

Mr. Begin had presented a 
plan to give the West Bank 
and Gaza self-rule under con- 
tinued Israeli military control. 
He also agreed to withdraw 
from all but a few corners of 
the Sinai Peninsula border re- 
gion. 

Israelis in general regarded 
the plan as a for-reaching 'con- 
cession. They appeared asto- 
nished when Mr. Sadat reject- 
ed the plan as insufficient to 
meet Arab aspirations. 

For some time belief pers- 
isted aming many Israeli of- 
ficials that Mr. Sadat’s reject- 
ion was little more than a te- 
mporary political manoeuver. 

But on Jan, 19 Mr. Sadat 
pulled his delegation bade fr- 
om a foreign ministers* confer- 
ence in Jerusalem, accusing 
the Israelis of dragging their 
feet in negotiations. 

From then on it was recog- 
nised that Mr. Sadat could 
not easily be budged from his 
demands for Israeli withdra- 
wal. 

But Mr. Begin insisted that 
pulling out of the West Bank 
and the Gaza Strip would le- 
ave Israel in grave peril. He 
allowed Jewish settlers to set 
up outposts in the West Bank 
and to extend settlements in 
the northern comer of Sinai. 

For a while attempts were 
made to carry on with talks 
between Israeli and Egyptian 
defence ministers in Cairo. 
But these petered out in the 
gradually resumed climate of 
hostility. 

U.S. missions 

The United States sought 
to keep negotiations alive with 
another shuttle mission, this 
time conducted by US. Assis- 
tant Secretary of State Alfred 
Atherton. His task was to de- 
vise a mutually-acceptable set 
of peace principles. But the 
effort bogged down in a dis-

And when the Israeli leader 
visited Washington in March 
the clash that had been predi- 
cted for the previous July fin- 
ally took place. 

Absorption with poHtEoi 

In his absorption with inter- 
national politics, Mr. Begin de- 
voted little tone personally to 
other aspects of government 

He allowed his Finance Mi- 
nister, Slmcha Ehrlich, to la- 
unch a new rightwing econo- 
mic policy which dismantled 
some of the socialist-type co- 
ntrols set up during decades 
of Labour Party administra- 
tion. 

The shift to a more free- 
market economy was followed 
by increased business activity 
but failed to rein back an in- 
flation rate now running at 50 
per cent & year. 

On the security front, Mr. 
Begin’s reaction to attacks by 
Palestinian commandos has 
been characteristically sharp, 
culminating in the invasion of 
southern Lebanon last March 
in retaliation for the Palestin- 
ian raid that killed 36 Israelis 
near Tel Aviv. 

Since tbe March visit to 
Washington Mr. Begin has ag- 
ain visited tbe United States 
for Israel’s 30th anniversary 
independence celebrations. Th- 
is time the public atmosphere 
was more cordial although the 
underlying discoid remained. 

Mr. Begin brought home fr- 
om Ids latest trip some com- 
promise American suggestions 
for study by. the Israeli cab- 
inet Sunday. 

Mr. Atherton said that Isra- 
el would have to make “ago- 
nisingly difficult choices” if 
peace talks were to be reviv- 
ed.
